We pre- 
valled upon the nurse to remain.“

Rev. Charles D. Williams, D. D., 
bishop of the Episcopal diocese of Michigan, 
defined the Daughters of the American Rev- 
olution today. He also put in this class the 
Sons of the American Revolution, the Colo- 
nial Dames, the Order of Cincinnatus, and 
others, ad infinitum,” as he expressed it. 

The bishop made these remarks in a ser- 
mon at St. Bartholomew's Episcopal church 
here as he rebuked the American people for 
what he termed their false patriotism. © 

„We affect democratic simplicity and ap- 
pear to deapise pride in aristocratic descent,” 
the bishop seid, but on the other hand we 
organize societies such as I have named for 
just the opposite purpose. 


“Patriotic for Pomp and Show.” 

„% While making a great show of patriotism, 
the people of the United States refuse to take 
up the simplest obligations of their citizen- 
ship, They would not ‘sofl their ~ dainty 
fingers with dirty politics,’ even in the effort 
to make them clean.” 

He diagnosed latter day troubles as fol- 
lowa: This false patriotism of idle pride 
in our past and blind confidence in our future 
has so possessed the popular mind that he 
who ventures to criticise our national char- 
acter makes himself a prey of popular fury 
and scorn. 

“The greatest need of America today is a 
line of prophets to convince us of our sins— 
ging that are palpably manifest to all who. 
are not willfully blind, sins which have in- 
variably, throughout the whole course of 
history, brought in their train the decline 
and fall of nations.“

The city health department has issued 


phyeician at once, even with the most trivial 
‘hurts. Health Commissioner Evans says that 
in every case, no matter how slight the 
wound may be, anti-tetanic serum should be 
administered by the attending physician as 
a precautionary measure against the tetanus 
germ. He emphasizes the fact that lockjaw 
may be prevented but not cured. 

Persons are further advised not to close a 
wound with court plaster, collodion, or ad- 
hesive tape, but cleanse it at once with hydro- 
gen peroxide or cauterize it with a 20 per cent 
solution of carbolic acid. The tetanus germ 
cannot live in the air, but thrives if the wound 
is allowed to become closed or if dirt finds its 
way into it. 

Hight health department ambulances will 
be supplied with the anti-tetanus serum to- 
day and the serum also will be sold at cost at 
the department offices at 215 Madison street. 
Persons without money will be furnished the 
serum without coat through their physicians 
at the Harrison, Hyde Park, South Chicago, 
Stockyards, Despiaines street, West Chicago 
avenue, and Sheffield avenue police stations.

New York Child. Dies f Soon After Boy 
Fires Little Weapon—Other 
Accidents. 


New York, July 4. — [Special.] — Edith 
Brown, aged 4, was among those who ran 
when Joseph Kintz touched off a.toy can- 
non in front of the little girl's grandmother’s 
home today. Whether Edith was hit by the 
rebounding cannon or collided with a tele- 
graph pole those who saw the accident could 
not agree.

‘Danish-Americans Cheer Speech 
by Chicagoan. | 


TAFT SENDS HIS GREETINGS. 


Crown Prince Speaks to 40,000, Tell- 
ing Love for U. S. A. 


COPENHAGEN, July 4—The Danish- 
American association, the members of which 
are American citizens, arranged an elaborate 
celebration of the Fourth of July at the Na- 
tional exposition at Aarhus, and it was car- 
ried out wiin great success today, consti- 
tuting a festival of novel character. Fea- 
tures of the celebration were addresses by 
the American minister, wr. Maurice F. Egan, 
and the Danish minister at Washington, 
Count Carl Moltke. 

Dr. Henius of Chicago tendered a greeting 
of love and good will from Danish-~Americans 
to their old country. ‘he opject of this Dan- 
ish-American day, he said, should be to fur- 
ther more intimate relations between Den- 
mark and the American citizens of Danish 
blood and to give a picture of their lives, 
their efforts, condition, and standing in the 
United States. 


European Press a Bit Jealous. 

He declared the misrepresentations and 
exaggerations on the part of the European 
preas regarding everything American often 
were due to lack of understanding of Amer- 
ica, its institutions, progress, and culture, 
mingled with some jealousy at tiſt conditions 
and achievements of European emigrants 
in their adopted country. In conclusion he 
emphasized the fact that this was the first 
occasion in history where the European 
emigrants. had celebrated the national day 
of their adopted country in the land where 
their cradles stood. 

Dr. Henius’ speech was constantly inter- 
rupted by cheers, and still more prolonged 
cheers greeted the reading of the message 
of good will from President Taft. A reso- 
bution was then read, signed by 10,000 Amer- 
icans of Danish descent, expressing their 
love for the mother country and their pride 
in American citizenship.

Federation Denits Unions Had 
Part in Any Explosions. 


ECHO OF TWO PLATOON BILL

Representatives Who Opposed Measure 
Severely Criticised. 


Organized labor yesterday resented the 
placing of blame on the unions for any of 
the thirty-one bombs that have startled Chi- 
cago in the last two years. In a resolution 
adopted py the Chicago Federation of La- 
bor the unions denounced the charges of 
police officials.’ 


F. G. Hopp and John J. Brittain were re- 


sponsible for the Introduction of the resolu- 
tion. When it was read bekore the déle- 
gates and N called for by the chairman 
there wére many seconds. The vote for the 
resolution was vociferously unanimous. Fol- 
lowing Was the resolution: 

“ Whereas, statements have been sent 
broadcast tending to place the responsibility 
for the explosions occurring in the cit¥ on 
organized labor, when it is common knowl- 
edge that the outrages have been due to and 
are chargeable to causes well known to 
the public officials and entirely removed from 
labor: troubles, 

Therefore, we hereby denounce such 
false allegations as they apply to union la- 
bor and we urge that the 2,000 police offi- 
cers now doing special duty be utilized in 
the regular line of duty, guarding the life 
ahd property of all our citizens.’ 


Criticise David Shanahan. 

In company wWith this denunciation the 
federation criticised Representative David 
Shanahan of the Ninth district for his al- 
leged efforts to defeat the double maten 
Dill. 

This attack was delivered in the report an 
the committee on legislation.

During the pertod of litigation the govern- 
ment collects always the highest rate, so 
that the law results in the @xaction of H- 
legal duties for years and frequently is an 
instrument for the defeat of justice and the 
intention of congress. Upon the final de- 
cision the excess of duties is distributed 
among the attorney, broker, and imperter. 
There is,’ however, no refund to the con- 
sumer, who, in consequence of the mainte- 
nance of the higher rate of duty, has been 
compelled to pay an artificial and illegally 
exacted price for his merchandise. 


Taft Wants Speedy Decision. 

President Taft has deeply considered this 
aspect of the situation, and has concluded 
that what is imperative is a speedy and sound 
adjudication: of all questions. Two and a 
half years now usually pass before a givén 
case is settled. This is because the appeals 
from the, board of general appraisers must 
go to a circuit court of appeal. The presi- 
dent. Secretary MacVeagh, and Senator 
Aldrich have concluded that it is important 
that a tribunal of the same dignity and stan@a- 
ing and comparatively the same expense as 
a circuit court of appeals should be created 
to determine ultimately all appeals in the 
customs cases. 

A calculation of the expense of the pro- 
posed court fixes it. at $50,000 per annum, an 
insignificant addition to the $9,850,000 which, 
according to Mr. MacVeagh, is the expense 
of collecting the customs revenues. 

It has been reported that the president has 
practically selected the personnel of the court 
and that Marion De Vries, president of the 
board of general appraisers, will be promoted 
to the presidency of the proposed institution. 
It is stated at the White house that the presi- 
dent has not made up his mind in this con- 
nection, but that he will carefully follow 
the direction of the amendment. if it be enact- 
ed, which provides that the men appointed 
must be experienced in the customs law and 
admitted to practice before the Supreme 
court. 


Refuse to Extend Drawback. 

The finance committee of the senate today 
declined to accept the provision in the Payne 
bil) enlarging the-drawback section of the 
present law. Under the Dingley law a manu- 
facturer who imports a material that enters 
into his product may export that product and 
receive from the government 99 per cent of 
the duty he paid upoh the imported article. 

It is necessary, however, in order to receive 
the drawback, to show that the identical ma- 
terial that was imported entered into the 
manufacture of the exported article. To 
enjoy any advantage under the existing 
statute it is necessary to keep a separate ac- 
count of the imported material and segregate 
the commodities into which it. enters. 

The Standard Oil company has received 
something like $18,000,000 in drawbacks dur- 
ing the last ten years on tin imported and 
manufactured into cans. The beef packers, 
the International Harvester company, and 
other concerns likewise have had an advan- 
tage from the operation of this law. 

When the ways and means committee of 
the house considered the subject it decided 
to recommend an amendment to the law 
providing that whenever any article manu- 
factured in the United States from imported 
merchandise that had paid a duty was ex- 
ported there should be a drawback of 99 per 
cent, no identjfication being necessary. 

Farmers Fear Canadian Wheat. 
| The farmers of the west do npt want the 
present law liberalized, holding that it will 


of Canadian wheat and that prices may be 
driven down in consequence. Northwestern 
millers, however, are anxious that the house 
provision shall be adopted. It is under- 
stood that Senator Heyburn of Idaho has 
been authorized to, offer an amendment in 
the senate providing that in the case of 
wheat and flour the liberal drawback pro- 
vision of the Payne bill shall apply. This 
amendment has not, however, the support 
of the committee, and Senator Cullom of 
[Illinois is not favorable to it. 

The announcement that the internal rev- 
enue tax on tobacco would be increased 
has caused the independent manufacturers 
to send a flood of telegrams to the finance 
committee. A hearing has been granted for 
tomorrow. It is understood that the ad- 
ministration believes the tobacco industry 
should pay more zaxes than at present is the 


case. 

This is due to the report of the bureau 
of corporations showing the exorbitant profits 
which the trust has enjoyed. A small ad- 
dition to the tax will not, it is asserted by 
officials, fall upon the consumer. There 
is little likelihood that the latter will be 
gratified at the prospect of being compelled 
to pay a higher pring Cee for his weed.

SENATE SOON T TO END WORK. 

j {BY ASSOCIATED PRESS. ] 

Washington, July 4.—It is expected that 
the senate will vote on the passage of the 
tariff bill by the end of the present week. 

Complicated problems connected with 
ascertaining values of foreign goods import- 
ed to the United States when there is no 
market in the place of manufacture by which 
the values may be determined were consid- 
ered at today’s meeting of the finance com- 
mittee. As a result amendments will be of- 
fered to section 11 of the tariff bill relating to 
this subject. 

As originally report provision was made 
tor the fixing of valu@s on the basis of the 
recognized market prices in the United 
States. Two classes of importations were 
taken into consideration—goods sent to this 
country on consignment, and goods sold out- 
right to the American importer. In the past 
complaint has been made that*foreign goods 
were brought into tnfair competition with 
American manufactures through the process 
of undervaluation. Section 11 of the tariff 
bill is designed to prevent undervaluation. 

In fixing the valuation of such imports 
the senate amendment provided that the 
wholesale price of similar goods in the mar- 
kets of the United States should be assumed 
to be the value of the foreign goods after 
allowances had been made for the cost of 
transportation and insurance, and, in the 
case of consigned goods, a commission, not to 

6 per cent, for handling. 

I ers who buy their goods outright 
protest that the commission gave an advan- 
tage to concerns which_ handle consigned 
“goods. The complaint of the importers was 
weighed by the committee today and their 
contention admitted. The amendments 
agreed upon “will give to the purchasing im- 
porter a deduction equal to the commission 
alfowed to the ted with to cover the actual 
ont 1 WwW making the pur-.

The mayor and postmaster called to pay 
their respects and to make the greeting 
official. Business buildings and houses were 
decorated and flags were flying everywhere. 

Nearly the entire city had intended meeting 
the president at the station, but he slipped 
dewn by especial train from Boston earlier 
than expected. Still 300 or 400 enthusiasts 
were on hand to give him a cheer. 

The president attended church and during 


the services the edifice was surrounded by a 


throng. Throughout the afternoon the road 
leading past the secluded park where the 
president's summer home is located was 
crowded with sightseers. 


Rainbow Completes Ideal Day. 


The day was ideal. A cool breeze made the 
warmth of the morning sun more to be 
courted than shunned. In the late afternoon 
the sky became partly overcast and although 
no rain fell a rainbow hung for hours over 
the harbor. 

President Taft came to Beverly to bring 
Mrs. Taft to the summer home. Mrs. Taft 
stood the journey well, and late in the day 
took a short automobile ride. Mrs. Taft be- 
lieves the air of the sea quickly will restore 
her to health. 

The president will leave tomorrow for Bos- 
ton, whence he will go to Norwich to partici- 
pate in the celebration of the 260th anniver- 
sary of the founding of the town. He then 
will go to Lake Champlain for the tercen- 
tenary celebration there, and will reach 
Washington late in the afternoon of July 9 
to remain until the end of the congressional 
session. The president, after congress ad- 
journs, expects to be in Beverly until Sept. 
19, when he will start upon his projected trip 
west. 


Old Bay Makes Rare Picture.

Imprisonment for life was brought for- 
ward yesterday by Justice John F. Boyer of 
Bvanston as a fit punishment for reckless 
automobile speeders.

PERSIAN REBELS GET WARNING. 


Following Clash Near Capital, Leaders 
Told by British and Russians to 
Check Advance. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

TEHERAN, July 4—The first clash be- 
tween the shah’s troops and the rebels has 
ocourred at Shahabad, fifteen miles from 
the capital. A Persian Cossack officer, three 
Cossacks, and twelve Nationalists were 
killed. 

The British and Russian ministers are gend 
ing officials to warn Sar-Dar Aar, leader of 
the Bakhtiari. tribesmen, and Sihahdar Je, 
governor of Gilan, leader of the Nationalists, 
that a further advance in the direction of 
Teheran will result in foreign intervention. 

The Bakhtiari tribesmen and Nationalists 
are yet some distance apart, but they expect 
to amalgamate shortly, 


Teheran Is Near Capture. 

LONDON, July 4—The Teheran corre- 
spondent of the Times says that all indica- 
tions point to the probability of the revo- 
lutionista entering Teheran tomorrow.

VACATION SCHOOLS. i 

The summer vacation schools have 
proved their worth. The demand for the 
instruction they afford increases.year by 
year. Heretofore the funds for their 
maintenance have been supplied in 
large measure by private subscription. 
Clubs and civic organizations have given 
their support to the enterprise and have 
found a reward in the evident usefulness 
to the city which large attendance and 
earnest work proclaimed. 

For the administration of the schools 
during the present summer the board 
of education “has appropriated $30,000. 
This amount will care. for seventeen 
schools. Private interest will provide 
for five additional ones. The twenty-two 
will not meet all the needs of the city. 
But they will serve a large constituency 
of those who are hungry for educational 
opportunities. 

Many people who study the 3 
of public education question the wisdom 
of a plan by ‘which buildings and equip- 
ment representing hundreds of thousands 
of dollars are suffered to lie idle for one- 
sixth of the year. Convention has made 
the long summer vacation a flxture. In 
many instances pupils utilize the two 
months of respite from school duties in 
work ‘for the support of the family to 
which they belong. . In many other cases 
the “eight or nine weeks are times of 
idleness which quickly become weari- 


some. 


Teachers must have rest. They: have 
a better chance than the pupils to get 


away for. the. recreation and physical re- 
. freshments needed to enable them to 


carry on the hard work of the regular 
school year. it is not. desirable for any 
one of them to.teach the calendar year 
through. To keep the schools open for 
twelve months would demand far larger 
appropriations, a larger teaching staff, 
and continuance of superintendence with 
out intermission. That being out of the 


re Feuer under present conditions, the 


inct 
school system are none the less ‘appar 


ent. They afford opportuntties that are 


highly prized by those Who are able to 
enjoy them. f

POPULAR ELECTION OF SENATORS. 
Congress may at this session submit 


to the states an income tax amendment 


to the constitution. This is not the only 
amendment that may reach them in the 
near future. One providing for the pop- 
ular election of senators is on the way. 
This is one which the senate never 
would vote to submit to the states, but 
there is another way to get it before 
them. 

The constitution says that upon the 
application of the egislatures of two- 
thirds of the states congress “shall call 
a convention for proposing amendment.” 
One by one during the last few years 
state legislatures have been adopting res- 
olutions requesting congress to call a 
convention for the purpose of submit- 
ting an amendment for the direct ele- 
tion of senators. Twenty-seven of them 
are now on record. They" have spoken

maintained by Mme. Krupp at Essen. 

It is remarkable in this sense: that the 
principal ¢ that is to say, those for 
whose use it y is designed—are never 
called upon to pay for their accommodations 
The only pérsons who are ever called upon 
to pay are those for whom room has been 
found after all the requirements and con- 
veniences of the nonpaying guests have been 
attended to. 

Essenerhof {s maintained dy Frau 
Krupp at a loss estimated at considerably 
more than $100,000 a year. for the entertain 
ment ot the representatives of foreign gov- 


* 


ernments visiting Essen for the purpose of 


purchasing war material, or staying at Essen 
to superintend the execution of these orders. 
E ries from the emperors of Japan and 
of Russia, from the kings of Roumania, Bul- 
garia, Spain, Norway and Sweden, as well 
as from the presidents of the Central and 
South American republics, all have been en- 
tertained at the Egesenerhof for months at a 
time and in the moet princely fashion. 
— 


Some two or threé years ago a Chinese 
envoy arrived fromi Peking with a large suite 
to place orders on behalf of his government 
with the Kruppa. Frau Krupp found herself 
in a quandary, as all the best rooms in the 
hotel were taken up by a large delegation of 
Turkish officers, who had been there for some 
time, and who were likely to remain still 
longer. Accordingly she invited the Turks 
to make 4 trip to Paris and London as her 
guests, and at her expense,‘ under the guid- 
ance of a young Prussian artillery officer 
assigned to duty at Essen, and to whom the 
kaiser readily granted the necessary leave 
of absence for the purpose. The invitation 
was accepted gladly. and the Turks were 
kept amused and entertained until the de- 
parture. of the Chinese mission rendered it 
possible for them to return to Essen and. to 
their quarters at the Essenerhof. 

Frau Krupp does things in the most prince- 
ly way. Her guests are brought from Berlin 
to Essen. by special train, and, although the 
Chinese delegation was only at Essen for a 
little more than a fortnight, it cost Frau 
Krupp in the neighborhood of $20,000. As 
intimated above, ordinary travelers some- 
times can find accommodation at the Essen- 
erhof, but only when the rooms are not re- 
quired for inn Krupp's foreign official 


guests. 


— 


Another hotel, conducted on still more 
peculiar principles, is that owned and run 
by the late empress of Austria’s brother, 
Duke Charles Theodore of Bavaria, the 
famous oculist, who celebrates just a month 
hence his seventieth birthday. The hotel in 
question is at Kreuth, on the slopes of Hoh- 
lenstein, one of the Bavarian Alps, overlook- 
ing the lovely Tegernsee. 

Early in the eighth century the Benedic- 
tine monks, who had their headquarters at 
Tegernsee, ned possession of all the 
land in that neighborhood. The reverend 
fathers, skillful doctors in their way, were 
not long in discovering the curathve qualities 
of the little sulphur spring on the Hohlen- 
stein plateau. They built by the side of it 
a hospital, to which the sen members of 
the order used to retire from time to time to 
recruit. 

As years passed this hospital was replaced 
by one larger, and right up to 1808, when 
this particular order was driven from Ba- 
varia, Kreuth was the regular health regort 
of the Benedictines. The hospital then was 
turned into a farmhouse. 

In 1818, however, it was purchased by King 
Max of Bavaria, who restored the old Bad- 
haus apd erected a second. So long as he 
lived.the place was used as a convalescent 
home for the poor, and when at his death it 
passed into the hands of his widow it was 
with the condition attached that a certain 


number of poor every year should be hos- 
Tt was his wish” 


tpitably® entertained there. 
that Kreuth should remain a charitable m- 
stitution. But funds were hw in the Ba- 
varian exchequer and the poor cannot be en- 
tertained without money. 

— 


After much hard searching no doubt, King 
Max's widow and son resolved to try an 
experiment. They set to work to see whether 
the natural advantages of Kreuth could not 
be tuned to account as a means of raising 
fundg for charity. The old buildings were 
furbished up and new ones erected, until 
accommodation for more than 300 guests was 
provided. An excellent cook was engaged 
el plac@ was turned into a regular 
hote 

For three months in the year Kreuth is 
thronged with visitors, mostly South Ger- 
mans, who come and go, and pay their bills, 
as at any other health resort. Every effort 
is made to render their visit as pleasant as 
possible. Hardly a day passes but what Duke 
Charles Theodore, the grandson of King Max 
and the present owner of Kreuth, drives over 
from his chateau on the lake to see that they 
are being properly taken care of, while his 
elder brother, the morganatically married 
Prince Louis, generally lives in the hotel and 
plays the host in a quaint, informal fashion, 
lavishing upon the guests all sorts of courte- 
ous little attentions. 

High and mighty personages are to be met 
there at every turn. The empress of Aus- 
tria's two sisters, the ex-queen of Naples and 
the countess of Trani, whose husband 
drowned himself; the king of Wurtemberg, 


Princess ‘Frederic of Hanover, the duke and | 


duchess of Vendome, and Prince and Prin- 


| cess Albert of Belgium are yearly visitors 


at Kreuth. There are, in fact, so many 
royalties at Kreuth that it is one of the few 
places on the earth where they are treated 
just as ordinary mortals. Perhaps that is 
why they jike going there so much. 

* — 


During June, July, and August the place 
is conducted upon strictly business princi- 
ples, the charges for the rooms being precise- 
ly the same as those charged in other hotels 
of equal standing in the neighborhood. The 
money thus earned is used by the duke to 
board and lodge in the hotel, during the three 
months of the spring and the three months 
of the autumn, poor artists, officers, profes- 
sors, and literary men, persons of education, 
refinement, and breeding, who stand in need 
of a holiday and of the sulphur baths of 
Kreuth, but who have not the wherewith to 
pay. They are all of them entertained with- 
out the expense to themselves of a single 
cent. 


The duke thus cleverly has made the char- 
ity pay itself and has incidentally developed 
into a remarkably clever Boniface. Having 
a wholesome horror of middlemen, he has 
made his hotel almost wholly independent of 
outside supplies. He raises his own cattle, 
grinds his own corn, and has even turned one 
wing of his palace into a brewery, that he 
may brew his own beer. By this arrange- 
ment the working expenses of the establish- 
ment are considerably lessened, and at the 
end of the paying season the duke has always 
a handsome balance in hand to be used in the 
entertainment of the e guests.

| AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. | 


“ EDUCATION IN THE FAR EAST,” by 
Charles F. Thwing. (Houghton, Mimin 
company.) Dr. Thwing, for ny years 
president of Western Reserve a 
one of the eminent educationists of the cou 
try, began before completing his own pro- 
fessional studies to be a student and writer 
on universities, colleges, and other educa- 
tional institutions M America. Lately given 
a year’s yacation for foreign travel, he ap- 
pears to have spent it in making a special 
study of kindred educational institutions and 
systems, needs and progress in India, Japan, 
and China. The result is this instructive and 
interesting book. But, of course, he coul“ 
not make any interpretive study of educa 
tional institutions without taking into the 
account the industrial, social, and other 
moral and political forces, both old and new, 
now at work shaping the mighty changes and 
problems of the far east. 

It is evident that Dr. Thwing in getting at 
the chief facts in the case could do so only | 
in small part at first hand’’; but he has 
wisely availed himself of the more immediate 
information of the leading missionariés, 
educators, officials, and other long residents 
in those countries. 

One impression made by this educational 
survey by Dr. Thwing is the profound re- 
spect for education which prevails in those 
awakening nations, not.in Japan alone, but 
in China, Corea, in the Philippines, in India, 
and even in Egypt. The first missionaries in 
Japan, about a generation ago, were pre- 
eminently educators. Too much credit, it 
is here shown, cannot be given these native 
educational statesmen and educators for 
their extraordinary sagacity in seeing 80 
clearly, 80 practically, what was needed in 
order that the people might meet the iney- 
itable new conditions. Then, the influence 
of the hundreds of the select youth, Japanese 
and Chimese, and others, sent to America, to 
England, and to Germany for study, has“ 
been. of tremendous value. Education in 
Japan has almost suddenly. become nearly 
universal In 1872 a proclamation made by 
the new emperor declared: All knowledge 
from that necessary for daily life to that 
higher knowledge necessary to prepare offi- 
cers, farmers, 
clans, etc., for their respective vocations, is 
acquired by learning. It is designed hence- ) 
forth that education shall be so diffused there 
may not be a village with an ignorant family, 
nor a family with an ignorant member.“ 

In 1890 what is known as the imperial re 
script on education,“ put supreme emphasis 
on the importance of the inculcation of vir- 
tue,“ of right morals, in all the schoola, from 
lowest to highest. This is the more signifi- 
cant, as in the state school no distinctively 
religious instruction is allowed. While every 
teacher has perfect liberty of doing his own 
„ thinking.“ his liberty to use his position in 
„ teaching naturally has some limits; 
otherwise a university might be but another 
name for educational anarchy.

HOW WIRE IS DRAWN. 


Bars of metal four inches square are heated 
and passed while hot and plastic through 
rapidly revolving rolls, reducing them to wire 
rods which vary from one-quarter of an inch 
to an inch or more in diameter, depending 
upon the finished size of wire wanted. 

These rods, which are formed into coils as 
they pass through the rolls, are dipped in acid 
baths to remove loose scale and provide a lu- 
bricang for drawing. Drawing consists of 
pulling rods while cold through holes of grad - 
ually decreasing diameter drilled in steel 
plates. During this process the particles of 
metal become elongated and strained, mak- 
ing the wire harder and more brittle. To re- 
store it to a proper temper it is necessary to 
heat or anneal! it. 

When a fine diameter is required there must 
be repeated annealings and drawings. This 
may be done until the bar, which originally 
was four inches square and four feet long, 
becomes reduced to a diameter of a single 
thousandth of an inch and extended 13,000 
miles in length. Before so fine a size ig 
reached the wire will cut into the steel of the 
die plate, so the usual die plates must be dis- 
carded and the drawing continued through 
holes drilled in diamonds, the diameter of 
these diamond dies decreasing by fractional] 
parts of a thousandth of an inch. This wire 
affords a striking illustration of a material 
made more valuable by the application of 
labor. 

From the time the bar of metal enters the 
furnace nothing is added to it. All the work 
is done with one article, which is passed 
through rolis and drawn through die plates 
until it is finished. The wire is made from an 
extra high grade of steel worth in the bar 4 
cents a pound, which is much above the price 
of the greater bu of steel. In the finished 
wire widow value is increased from 6 cents to §50 
a 

Wire for fencing and the common grades of 
so-called market wire do not involve a high 
labor cost and sell at a small advance above 
the price of the metal bar. Other wires drawn 
for more exacting purposes sell at higher 
prices. ‘one-one thousandth of an inch 
in diameter is, of course, exceptional, being 
prepared for delicate sleetrieal tests of such 

importance that it is deemed advisable to go 
to great expense to make ij exactly the re- 
quired wise.

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Care of Rubber Plant. 


The rubber plant demands a rich soil, but in 
giving fresh soil give that which is rich from 
previous fertilizing and made porous with 
coarse sand. Add a tablespoonful of bone- 
meal, working into the soil, and in two or 
three months give another. Keep it wen 
fed while in an active summer condition, but 
give no fertiliser during its rest periods. It 
absorbs nutriment rapidly is also a strong 
root grower. 

Often when its leaves turning yellow 
and falling it will be found root- bound upon 
examination. This may be discovered by let- 
ting the so become dry and turning the 
plant out of the pot. If crowded give a pot 
two sizes larger with fresh solb and some 
bonemeal added, and water sparinglyfor a 
time—more freely when active growth sets in.

Fighting Red Spider Paal. 

Red spiders are often the cause of falling 
leaves in the garden. . If there are tiny webs, 
holding minute brownish red specks on ee 
undereide of the follage, there is the red 
spider pest to fight. Them will re- 
veal the active, devouring plant destroyer. 

Shower the foliage freely, or immerse it in 
water. In bad cases it is sometimes neces- 
sary to resort to hot water. First immerse 
the foliage in cool water, then give it two or 
three dips, in “<< succession, in water heat- 
ed to 115°. 

Scales should be picked off, and the plant 
sponged with soapy water, the hard wooded 
stems scrubbed with a soft brush, and the 
plant well rinsed with elear water. If or- 
dinary white soap does not aavil, a suds made 
of fir tree oil soap will prove effective in the 
worst cases. This will also remove plant lice 
or any other insects,

Killing Worms in the Soil. 

For. worms in soil let the surface hecome 
rather dry, then saturate thoroughly with 
lime water. If one application does not de- 
stroy all apply the second time. It is sure 
death to worms and. will not injure the 
plants in any way. 

To make it add fresh, unslacked lime, a 
piece as large as a teacup, to a regular sized 
pallful of water. Let it stand for twenty-four 
hours, pour off the clear solution and use as 
described. 


Remedy for Tartar on Teeth. 

This remedy for tartar on teeth will be of 
great benefit in whitening them. Get 5 cents’ 
worth of powdered pumice stone, an orange 
stick, and a lemon. Sharpen the stick to a 
flat point, cut the lemon in half, and dip the 
stick into the lemon juice and then into the 
powdered pumice. Rub over the tartar spots 
untu they are entirely removed, and be care- 
ful to rub between the teeth also. Rinse 
thoroughly with warm water. This remedy 
should be used only when necessary, not 
oftener than once a month, as too frequent 
use of the pumice : To the enamel.

Bishop Fallows Says Old Selfish- 
ness Must.

Patriotic themes were touched on by 


several Chicago pastore in ‘their sermons 

Bishop Fallows of St. Paul's Reformed 
Episcopad church found inepiretion in a re- 
cent address on “The New Patriotism,” 
which was delivered by President Van Hise 
of the University of Wisconsin. 

„The marked unrest which now prevails 
in the sociological world arises from intense 
individualism and selfishness,’’ Bishop Fal- 
lows said. Each man for himeelf, each 
organization for fteelf, has too often been 
the ruling motive. Colossal fortunes have 
| been built up out of underpaid labor. The 
dole of charity giver in one direction and 
another never can condone the wrongs com- 
mitted in securing this vast wealth. There 
has been reckless disregard ef the material 
conditions which in the nature of things 
are involved in the welfare of the coming 
millions of our country. 

„The New Patriotism is the awakening of 
the nation’s conscience in these directions 
and that means the quickening of the mora) 
sense of the individual. We hold all these 
things of the earth in trust for the coming 
generations. It is note Utopian idea to sink 
individual interests in those of the commun- 
ity or the nation, it is distinctively Chria- 
tiam. No man Mveth for himself,“ is a 
divinely human declaration.” 


Freedom Oak Park Subject. 

The Rev. John H. Elliott, at an open air 
vesper service at Scoville place, Oak Park, 
spoke on Freedom, which he termed “‘ the 
privilege to do as you please, to say what 
you please, and to be what you please.” 

Such freedom he qualified thus: 

In a community such as ours there is no 
absolute freedom or liberty. To attain either 
means to live alone. 

The beauty of freedom is to allow others 
to be free and not subject to your will. Free- 
‘dom means to live as I please so long as I do 
not harm my neighbor or displease my God.

Sales Are Light. 

Hedging sales continued of emall volume, 
farmers showing no disposition. to sell ex- 
cept on the bulges. A significant fact, how- 
ever, wae that many try dealers who the 
last few years have bo ‘wheat in the coun- 
try and held without hedging, this year are 
not taking any chances, but are selling 
against their purchases. The small stocks 
of old wheat and the latenees of the crop 
combined to make it a hazardous undertak- 
ing to sell new wheat for July delivery up 
to the last few days, as manipulation in the 
market as the result of bad weather retard- 
ing thrashing might cost the growers dearly. 

From present indications soft wheat will 
be ready to move freely the next week and 
hard wheat the week following, so that ar- 
rivals here and in the southwest should in- 
crease materially in the next few days. It 
seems to be assured that the quality of the 
winter wheat this season will be unusually 


high. 
Export Trade Is Quiet. 

On the decline in prices of futures there 
wae a little export business worked, but it was 
not significant. as the majority of the bids 
were out of line and foreigners showed little 
disposition to buy wheat. European crop 
prospects were more favorable and the gen- 
eral trend of prices in English and conti 
nental markets did not reflect any material 


anxiety. Prices still ace high abroad andy course. 


there may be a big export business at slightly 
lower prices, but so far this season the 
amount of wheat contracted for forward 
shipment is small compared to a year ago. 

Europe is in much better position apparent- 
ly to start the new year than was the case 
at the beginning of the last crop season. 
World's shlpments have been runnint much 
heavier than for the same period in 1908, 
and While stocks abroad are not large they 
appear ample, especially in view of the 
present level of values. Russia, which has 
not been much of a shipping factor the last 
two or three years, promises to have an 
excellent crop, which will be a big influence 
in the world’s markets. 

Old Crop Stocks Small. 

As was expected, July 1 saw. the greater 
part of the hard winter wheat stocks disposed 
of, and but a small quantity left in store in 
Chicago. A moderate supply of No. 1 north- 
ern remains, but old wheat stocks are ex- 
tremely light in all directions. It is the 
general understanding that part of the wheat 
taken on May contracts was sold abroad on 
the basis of lower prices than obtained in 
this country, Antwerp cabling that Patte <b |} 
was offering big. quantities ot bard wigher 
the continent. 

Cash prices n @ sharp cumbia 4 the 
southwest and a further readjustment seems 
inevitable, depending on how soon the new 
wheat begins to move. Many traders are 
looking for a free movement during July. 
If so, present values lok high compared to 
ordinary price standards. One feature which 
continues to upset the theories of the bulls 
is that northwestern receipts continue on a 
liberal scale and spring wheat values are 
relatively easy. 


Argentine Drought Factor. 

- Drought in Argentina continues to be a 
factor which is responsible for considerable 
anxiety in foreign markets. Already there 
has been a reduction in the acreage and the 
weather conditions in the southern part of 
the Argentine country have been especially 
poor. In Germany there has been moderate 
improvement in conditions, and in south- 
eastern Europe harvest is now in progress. 
French advices were bullish, but Paris cables 
were lower. In Canada the crop prospect 
is excellent, and many authorities claim that 
the late start has been largely overcome 
by the fine growing conditions since the seed 
was put in the ground. Harvest probably 
will not be much later than usual. 

The high prices with the more than usual 
uncertainty in regard to the trend of values 
has discouraged outside speculation, and a 
big volume of trading is not expected until 
something definite develops one 1 or an- 
other. 


Corn Prices Work Lower. 
The local trade has been bearish on corn, 


and with a slow cash demand and prospects |

The crop is coming along in fine 
shape,: with-present indications for the larg- 
est yield in the history ofthe country. With 
old stocks ample for current needs and such 


fine crop promise, holders have become un- 


easy and sold freely, causing material de- 
clines.
